AVENGE MURDER . 


The Macedonian revolutionary 
Organization has dramatically 
avenged the murder of Prof. Ni- 


cola Milev, the Bulgarian Minis- 
ter-designate to the United States, 
who was killed, supposedly by 
Communirt agents, in February. 
Early today the body of a cer- 
tain Milan Manoulev of Macedo- 
nian extraction, was found lying 
the street 
where Prof. Milev was assassinat- 
ed. Pinned to his breast was a 
statement to the effect that the 
Macedonian. organization, having 
discovered that Manoulev was 
Prof. Milev’s murderer; had put 
him to death. 
Accompanying the statement 
was a facsimile letter in which 
Manoulev admitted the crime, de- 
scribed how he carried it out and 
betrayed the persons at whose 
behest he committed the murder. 
In addition to all the jealousies 
and hatreds engendered by wars 
among the Balkan states, the Com- 
munist menace is now and for a 
long time has been a cause of 
great anxiety. 


BOLSHEVISTS BUSY 

It, is eight years since the revo- 
lutions which overthrew the czar- 
ist regime and established Bol- 
shevism in Russia. Until 1922 the 
Bolshevists paid little attention to 
the Balkans. They concentrated 
their energies on Germany. When 
they saw that Germany would not 
go Communist, they cast their 
eyes around for more _ receptive 
fields for their propaganda and in- 
trigue. 

The Balkane was the obvious 
choice and for two years the soviet 
government, acting through the 
third Moscow Internationale, has 
made an intensive campaign in 
Southeastern Europe. At first the 
doctrine of “class warfare” was 
preached assiduously. The Com- 
munist parties in Galkan countries 
were urged to combine in a joint 
revolt. Sofla was the base of op- 
erations, the Bulgarian govern- 
ment—a peasant administration 
under Stamboulisky—proving an 
excellent shield for Communist in- 
trigue. For about a year money 
was paid out freely for agitation, 
but the resuits were insignificant 
and other tactics were seen to be 
necessary. 

This followed the present reign 
of murder, assassination and ter- 
ror.

The Assembly passed a proposed 
constitutional amendment to levy 
a State tax of 41-4 per cent on 
passenger motor stages and a levy 
of 5 per cent on freight stage lines. 
This amendment would place these 
carriers on the same taxation basis 
as other carriers and corporations 
which are taxed on their gross 
receipts, and the tax would be in 
lieu of all taxes, with the excep- 
tion of the gasoline and motor 
vehicle licenses levies. 

Senator Boggs’s bill to provide 
for the election of members of the 
Legislature on a Nonpartisan plan 
was refused passage by a vote of 
14 to 24. Boggs’s argument for 
the measure was that there is no 
need to elect legislators as Repub- 
licans or Democrats, in that legis- | 
lation is not decided on party lines. | 

The Assembly passed a measure 
drawn my Asa Keyes, District At- 
torney of Los Angeles County, de- 
signed to make easier the convic- 
tion of automobile drivers who run 
down pedestrians and fail to stop 
to render assistance. Under the 
terms of the bill persons #0 con- 
victed could be sentenced to a 
county jail for a term not exceed- 
ing two years. It is the belles that 
juries will return guilty verdicts 
more readily if the penalty is a 
county jail rather than a periten- 
tlary offense. 

Assemblyman Harry Lrons’s bill 
to make incurable insanity ground 
for divorce was refused passage | 
in the Lower House after an hour 
of debating, devoted principally to 
the sacredness of keeping the 
marriage vows “for better or for | 
worse.“ 

Senator Arthur H. Breed, author 
of the gas tax measure anpounced 
today that he had permitted to 
die in committee a bill and a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to 
make oil companies public utili- 
ties under regulation of the State 
Railroad Commission. He 
the gas tax fight is consuming too 
much of his time to permit the 
pushing of the two measures. 


JUDGES’ RETIREMENT 

The proposed constitutional 
amendment by Assemblyman 
Spence, Oakland, providing r-tire- ; 
ment salaries for judges of the 
Supreme, Appellate and Superior 
courts who have served for a pe- 
riod of twenty-four years was ap- 
proved by the Lower House today 
and sent to the Senate. A retire- | 
ment salary would be paid from 
the general fund and would 
amount to one-half of the salary 
drawn before retirement. 

The Assembly also adopted the 
constitutional amendment by As- 
sembsyman Rosenshine, San Fran- 
cisco, amending the law relating 
to the tssuance of stocks and bonds 
by corporations by providing that 
no stock of Fonded indebtedness 
could be assumed without the con- 
sent of the perPons holding at least 
two-thirds of the amoun' in value 
of the stock. Under the present 
law persens holding “the larger 
amount” can vote such stock in- 
crease. 

Assemblyman McPhersons’ Pill, 
providing for the inspection and 
licensing of persons manufactur- 
ing. selling or repairing uphol- 
stered furnityre, also was passed 
in the Assembly. The measure 
would require that all upholstered 
furniture be tagged showing that 
the materials are all new mate- 
mal.” Such fusniture manufac- 
tured outside of the State would 
have to be tagged showing that the 
materials comrly with the pro- 
posed act. Violations of the bill 
would constitute a misdemeanor,

Pan American Stockholders Fear Standard Oil 
Dividend Policy; Bankers Show Hand 


Naturally this prospect is dis- 
tasteful to stockholders under the 


Doheny management, who are ac- 
customed to liberal dividends and 
frequent spectacular developments 
in the stock market. The legend 
of Mexican Petroleum still clings 
to ite successor, Pan American 
Petroleum and ‘Transport, and 
more than likely it is this lure 
that accounts for much of the pop- 
ularity of the Pan American 
stocks. There is, of course, the 
fact that the Doheny management 
will be perpetuated in the new Pan 
American Western Company, but 
not much is known of its ramifica- 
tions, and most stockholders would 
rather pin their hopes on the par- 
ent company. 


A careful perusal of the official 
statement issued in announcing 
the transfer of control discloses 
several plausible inferences that 
seem to refute the foregoing con- 
tentions. First of all, there is no 
direct evidence of the statements 
that Standard Ol of Indiana will 
dominate the policies of the new 
holding company, Rather, it is 
probable, as the statement indi- 
cates, that the banking group, 
headed by Blair & Co., Inc., and 
the Standard Oil people, are en- 
gaged in the venture on a co-op- 
erative basis.

MOURNS TEAM, HANGS SELF 


Aged Alhambra Man Sells Horses for Lion Food and 


Ends Life to Join Them in Death 


Searchers for Charles Stafford, aged Alhambra man who disap- 
peared Wednesday, found his lifeless body dangling by a horse's halter 


from a limb of a tree in a wash near El Monte yesterday. 


Back of the 


suicide is the story of a man 60 years of age in failing health grieving 
over the fate of two horses who had been his daily work companions. 


For thirteen years, Stafford 
teamed with “King” and “Queen.” 
In later years he and the animals 
were so afflicted with age that they 
were unable to do more than a 
little garden plowing and odd jobs 
like that. The horses were becom- 
ing too old to work and Stafford 
felt that he must dispose of them 
but could find no market for their 
outlived usefulness. This worried 
him and aggravated despondency 
over his own ill health, acquaint- 
ances said. 

Wednesday he took “King” and 
“Queen” to the Gay lion farm near 
El Monte and sold them for $3 
each. They were to be humanely 
slaughtered and used as food for 
the lions. He arranged with 
Charles Gay, proprietor of the 
farm, to have the horses held a few 
days to give him a chance to re- 
deem them if he changed his mind 

Waving an affectionate farewell 
to the horses, Stafford tottered 
away, carrying the halter of one 
of them. Apparently his despond- 
éncy grew beyond control for he 
sought a secluded place and swung 
off a limb of a tree into the un- 
Known. 

When he failed to return home 
yesterday, Frank Stafitord, a son, 
spread an alarm and about 100 
persons scoured the region around 
the Gay farm. Arthur Cole, a high 
school boy among the searchers, 


sighted the body on the Lambert 
ranch. 

Stafford was rot in want. He 
owned a ranch near Alhambra but 
lived at 125 North El Molino. He 
and his team were familiar figures 
around Alhambra for years. He 
leaves a widow, son and daughter. 


When Mrs. Gay heard of the 
tragic occurrence she announced 
that King“ and “Queen” would 
not be killed. 

Deputy Sheriffs Hanby and 
Hunter who investigated said that 
when Stafford left the horses at 
the farm and turned to go he said 
pathetically: 


“I wish that I were going with

Father of Suicide Held in 


County Jail Breaks Down 
and Weeps 


Evelyn Collins’s mother died 
when Evelyn was but a baby.

AILLAUX 
The French seem jo have acquired the 
habit of taking a spill at every financial 
Most of their troubles since the 
close of the World War have been financial 
ones; and the present political crisis, 
which has caused vast quantities of capital 
to emigrate, is occasioned by the fact that 
the government has failed every year since 
the armistice to collect enough in taxes to 
balance the budget. 
Apparently in sheer despair, the govern- 


Caijlaux, convicted of attempting to betray 
his country to the enemy during the World 
War apd exiled, and has offered him the 
treasury portfolio. e French will forgive 
him his former disloyalty if he will only 
bring order out of the present chaotic 
finances. 

Caillaux ig a modern Talleyrand. His 
record shows he possesses vast experience 
and intellect ability, but is lacking in 
character. He is able, but tricky and eva- 
sive. The French haye confidence in his 
ability. They feel that he will be honest 
and loyal if it is to his advantage {to be 
honest and loyal; and they will seek to 
make it to his advantage to render loyal 
service to his country. The situation re- 
calls sending a notorious killer to guard 
a treasure from bandits and sending three 
or four others to watch the watcher. 

Such political procedure would not find 
favor in this country, but “They order 
these things“ —it not better, at least dif- 
ferently, im France. After the restoration 
of the Empire Talleyrand rendered very 
important service to France, as Ambassa- 
dor to London and in other important posi- 
tions. In the youth of our republic a com- 
{mission was sent to the French court for 
a conference over the repayment of the 
debt we then owed to France—the tables 


cessitating national arbitration. According 
to the report of the commissioners, they 
were informed that the matters could be 
adjusted satisfactorily, provided they would 
make a substantial cash payment tu Tal- 
leyrand’s agents. They refused,’ and Tal- 
leyrand afterward repudiated the alleged 
acts of his agents. But the incident stands. 
The outside world will have little confi- 
dence in the integrity of Caillaux, for the 
Allied countries recall his secret traffick- 
ing, with the common enemy. But the 
French seem to feel that he is the man 
of the hour to solve their financial prob- 
lems. It is purely their affair, and if he 
succeeds his success will be held, in Europe 
at least, to carry with it his vindication. 
One wonders, however, whether Clemen- 
ceau will be content to keep his peace. 
Perhaps, in true French style, he is laugh- 
ing at the incident to avoid weeping over it. 


PEASANTS ARE WINNING 
If reports from Moscow via Berlin are 
accepted on their face value the great and 
inevitable turn has been reached at last 
im Russia’s hopeless seven-year-long entan- 
glement with the tenets of Karl Marx. 
‘While the final curtain call may be delayed 
a little longer, the arrogant dictatorship of 
the soviet leaders has started to crumble 
before the stolid opposition of the Russian 
peasant. 
The announcement that Stalin, lord high 
muck-a-muck of the Communist oligarchy, 
has been forced to make concessions to the 
demands of the peasants is probably true, 
because the peasants hold the winning 
cards in the economic s gle they have 
80 long been waging against the tyranny of 

the city cliques. 

Should thege concession prove to be as 
drastic as Berlin reports, they cut the 
heart and liver out of the body politic at 
Moscow. The Russian peasant is as strong 
an individualist as the American farmer. 
Soviet dictators cannot destroy him as the 
Emperor Caligula once wanted to decapi- 
tate the whole Roman people. Nor can the 
Russian cities continue without his co-op- 
eration. — 

So Stalin has been forced to tell his hroth- 
er Communists, when they complained that 
his action practically nullified the scviet 
constitution, “We wrote the constitution; 
we can change it also.” Those words are 
the “mene, mene, tekel, upharsin” written 
on the blood-stained walls of the Commyn- 
ist murder house in Moscow. 
For the toncessions, wrested from the 
city tyrants by the children of the soil, nul- 
Uty the text of the whole gospel of destruc- 
tion on which the soviet fanatics based 
their demands for world-wide revolution. 
It is a tacit but terrible confession of fail- 
ure by those who have broken every com- 
mandment in the decalogue in their frantic 
endeavors to make the doctrine of the di- 
vine right of the proletariat replace the 
discredited doctrine of the divine rights of 
kings.. 

Granting the peasant a forty-year tenure 
of his holding drives the wedge so far into 
the Communist constitution that the sound 
of the splitting is already audible. When 
to this are added the extension of the fran- 
chise to the rural districts on an equality 
with the cities and the right of the farmer 
to hold office in the head soviets at the 
capital, the political power has already 
passed from the city proletariat to the vast 


A forty-year tenure of land is not far re- 
moved from a ninety-nine-year lease and 
a ninety-nine-year lease is tantamount toa 
recognition of private property rights. The 
Russian peasant is determined to force full 
title to the land he tills with a distinct 
recognition of such by the powers that hold 
the reins of government. As between a 
monarchy that granted him these rights 
and a republic that refused them, he would 
stand for a return of the old Czarist rather 
than for a continuance of the present Com- 
munist tyranny. 
Eligibility of peasant representatives to 
the head soviet, as also promised by Dic- 
tator Stalin, will deal the final blow to the 
idolatry of destruction set up in Russia by 
Lenin and Trotzky in the revolution of 1917. 
Before the leaven of individualism that will 
thus be introduced, the whole m of So- 
cialist half-baked dumplings will biow away 
in froth. With the peasant firmly settled 
as an undisputed land-owner and with peas- 
ant representatives established at the real 
seat of government in Moscow, the way is 
paved for a paaceable revolution in Russia 
and the formation of a true republic in 
keeping with the accepted standards of all 
modern nations. 


Ot course, there is a possibility that Sta- 
lin and the Moscow bureaucrats will fail 
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likely. Breaking promises made to foreign- 
ers has been a favorite form of procedure 
with the soviet leaders. They have made 
these promises with callous indifference 
and broken them with frank brutality, as 
the occasion appeared to serve them best. 

But they will break promises made to 
their own peasant proprietors at the peril 
of. something worse than a political up- 
heaval. For; if the peasants cannot fight 
them openly, they can starve them into sub- 
mission. And, whenever whole cities are 
forced to it their dependence on their | 
farms thro the spectre of starvation, 


awful a calamity are destined to fall—to 
fall speedily and possibly in a rain of bjood. 


CHAMPION SNORER

It is often called the 
Egyptian Ophthalmia because the 
majority of the Egyptians are thus 
afflict In America it is common 
among the foreign population, - 
pecially among the immigrants. 
It is not uncommon among the 
native Americans, especially in 
some parts of the Middle West. 

Trachoma fs passed on from one 
to another by the secretion which 
comes from the inflammation. 
Towels, handkerchiefs, fingers, etc., 
all act as transfer agents. The 
more profuse the discharge, the 
greater is the danger of infection. 

According to May's latest edi- 
tion on Diseases of the Eye. the 
cause of Trachoma has not been 
isolated. It is uncertain whether, 
it ie caused by bacteria (micgo- 
scopic plant life) or protoza (mi- 
croscopic animal life.) 

There is much that can be done 
for the disease if it is treated early 
by an eye specialist. Don't try to 
treat this yourself, Mrs. H.

Gen. Mencher's explanation of 
Hawali’s defense revealed that the 
approaching problem will offer a 
rigorous test of the airplane in 
warfare. 

Ready at all times,’ is our mot- 
to out in the Islands,” said the 
famous artillery expert.

“In the event the marines from 
the fleet make a landing, we have 
an entire division of troops under 
Maj.-Gen. William R. Smith for 
the mobile defense of the Islands, 
four regiments of infantry and 
three regiments of field artillery. 

“Of course, we are working out 
the present problem in connection 
and co-operation with the Navy.” 
Gen. Menoher concluded. Bot 
actual warfare conditions are be- 
ing stimulated by both sides.”
